: I. BANGOR MEETING — September 1951. 


As a result of a proposal originating from Dr K.M. Drew Baker and Dr M.T. Martin, an informal 
meeting of phycologists was held at the University College of North Wales, Bangor, from 13th — 
20th September 1951. The meeting was attended by 28 people and during the week field excursions 
were made each day to parts of the Menai Straits and the coast of Anglesey, Dr Martin arranged 
accommodation for all visitors at University Hall; by kind permission of Professor P,W, Richards, 
laboratory facilities were provided in the Department of Botany, Professor and Mrs Richards also 
entertained the party to tea in the Department one evening, Through the kindness of Dr D.J. Crisp, 
Director of the recently established Marine Station at Bangor, the motor-boat “Nautilus” was used 
for a trip: to Puffin Island and for dredging in the Menai Straits, 


Before the meeting all people known to be interested had been sent a circular listing a 
number of points which were discussed at the meetings held at University Hall, As a result, the 
following decisions and plans for the’ future were made: 


(i) That, as an informal group, interested in algae, we continue to hold meetings for an 
experimental period. 


(ii) That those phycologists who sponsored the Bangor meeting continue to function for the time 
being as the body responsible for the organization of future meetings and other activities, 
At present 9 members are on this unofficial committee: 


Dr K.M. Drew Baker; Dr H. Blackler; Dr E.M. Burrows: 
Dr E. Conway; Dr S.M. Lodge; Dr M.T. Martin; 
Dr M.W. Parke; Mr H,T. Powell (Secretary); Mr F,T, Walker. 


(iii) That a summer field-meeting be held during July 1952, and that a short meeting be arranged 
in Lomdon early in January 1952 at which algal taxonomy and nomenclature would be the 
principal subjects of discussion. 


(iv) That a News Bulletin be prepared and distributed annually. The compilation of the 
Bulletin would be undertaken by Dr S.M, Lodge, Marine Biological Station, Port Erin, Isle 
of Man. The Institute of Seaweed Research, Inveresk, Midlothian has kindly offered to 
duplicate the Bulletin. It is to publish reviews, bibliographies, accounts of the 
activities of this group, etc,, in future numbers, 


(Vv) That a Check-list of the British Marine Algae be prepared aS soon as possible. Dr M.W, 
Parke of the Laboratory, Citadel Hill, Plymouth hopes to make available to us a 
provisional revised list based on the list she is preparing in connection with the 
forthcoming “Flora of Devon”. Investigators are requested to send to Dr Parke records 
of marine algae new to Great Britain. 


It is proposed that as a group, we use this list as a working basis with the intention of 
printing it in a revised form after several years. In connection with this project, and with 
the long-term object of preparing a comprehensive new British marine algal flora, it is hoped 
that phycologists will undertake the critical revision of certain groups. A number of people 
at the Bangor meeting are already carrying out the revision of certain taxa, and others under- 
took responsibility for the overall revision of the main marine algal Divisons for the revised 


Check-list, as follows:- 


Rhodophyta - Dr K.M. Drew Baker and Dr M.T. Martin, 
Phaeophyta Dr MW. Parke and Dr H, Blackler, 
Chlorophyta - Dr E.M. Burrows and Dr S,M. Lodge. 
Cyanophyta - MrH.T. Powell.

It is hoped that students and others taking up taxonomic work on the marine algae wile 


consult with the workers above named, so that future critical taxonomic work might be directed 
particularly towards those families most in need of revision. In this way duplication of 
effort will be avoided. 

We also hope that information collected on the shore regarding distribution, fruiting 
periods, etc., may be accumulated on standard record cards, for incorporation in the proposed 
new flora. 


(vi) That information relating to the supply of marine algae for research purposes be sent. 
to, and be available from, one centre. Mr H.T. Powell has agreed to receive such 
information and requests, which should be sent to him at the Marine Station, Millport, 
Isle of Cumbrae, Scotland. 


(vii) That we obtain, and subsequently classify, information about the location of classical 
herbaria, and later of type specimens, of the British marine algae, It is hoped that 
all information of this sort wil] be pooled, and that perhaps Miss C.I. Dickinson 
(Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew) and Miss L.M. Newton (British Museum) will eventually 
receive and classify it. 

(viii) At the final committee meeting it was decided that a summary of the proceedings should 
be sent to Nature’ by Dr Baker, for the information of those people who may not have 
known of the meeting. A duplicated summary of the decisions taken and the plans made was 
sent to all those who had expressed interest, but who were unable to be present. 


We left Bangor after a most pleasant and useful week: all present were very grateful 
especially to Dr Martin and Dr Baker, whose efforts made this stimulating first meeting possible.

II. MEETING AT THE BRITISH MUSEUM (NATURAL HISTORY), 
LONDON, January 1952. 


A one-day meeting was held in the Board Room of the British Museum on Thursday, 3rd January 


1952, ‘The meeting was called primarily to discuss problems of algal taxonomy and nomenclature, 
and was attended by 45 people, 


The morning session began at 10.00 a.m. when Mr A.W. Exell (Deputy Keeper of Botany) 
welcomed the group to the Department of Botany, Dr E. Conway took the chair and introduced the 
first guest-speaker, Dr W.B. Turrill (Keeper of the Herbarium and Library at Kew), who spoke on 
* Some taxonomic aims, methods and principles, and their possible application to the Algae”. 


The Chairman thanked Dr Turrill for a most interesting and stimulating address, and then, 
after a short break for coffee, Dr Turrill answered questions on specific algal problems; a 


general informal discussion, to which many of those present contributed, continued until 
12. 30 p.m. 


Reprints of Dr Turrill’s paper “Some Taxonomic Aims, Methods and Principles: their possible 
applications to the Algae”, Nature, March 8, 1952 - are available from H.T. Powell, Marine 
Station, Millport, Isle of Cumbrae, Scotland (price 9d per copy, post free). 


There followed a break of two hours during which a buffet lunch was served in the Board 
Room, A number of interesting exhibits had been set out by members of the Staff of the Depart- 
ment and were on view in the General Herbarium. Visitors also took this opportunity to look 
over the new Library. 


At 2.30 p.m. Dr M.W. Parke took the:chair for the next session and introduced the second 
guest~speaker, Mr R, Ross of the British Museum, who spoke on “The International Rules of 
Botanical Nomenclature and their application to the Algae®. After a short break for tea (both 
morning coffee and afternoon tea were generously provided by the Department), the Chairman 
thanked Mr Ross for his most informative talk. Mr Ross answered many questions and discussion 
continued until 4.30 p.m. 


During the discussion attention was drawn to the recently established International 
Association of Plant Taxonomists and to the fact that a new revised edition of the Intemational 
Rules would be published soon, Membership of the International Association is open to anyone 
interested in taxonomy; the Secretary-Treasurer is:

At 4.30 p.m. Dr K.M. Drew Baker took the chair for a busimess meeting, The agenda had. been 
circulated during the day; the following is a brief account of the matters discussed, 


(i) Check-list of the British Marine Algae. Dr M.W. Parke reported that her revised list of the 
marine algae of Devon had been sent to the Editor of the forthcoming “Flora of Devon’ 
for printing, It is not yet known when the. “‘Flora” will be published, but separates of 
the algal list will be available eventually at a price near 5/-d, 


Dr Parke pointed out that it would hardly be fair to duplicate copies of the proposed new 
full British Check-list (based on the Devon list) for distribution to members of the 
phycological group, since this might reduce the sale of reprints of the Devon list. 

Dr Parke therefore suggested that we duplicate a revised list only of those British Marine 
Algae not included in the Devon list ~ the two lists to be used in conjunction — and this 
was agreed to. . 


(ii) News Bulletin. Dr S.M. Lodge appealed for more members to send her information about 
.their special interests and any work which they have in progress or hope to undertake; 
only 12 people had responded so far. 


(iii) Letters from U.S.A. The Secretary reported that letters had been received from Dr G. W, 
Prescott (Secretary, Phycological Society of the Americas) and Dr M.S. Doty = expressing 
interest in the activities of our group and suggesting that some form of collaboration 
between the British group and the American Phycological Society might be possible, This 
idea was generally welcomed and after some discussion it was agreed that the Secretary 
should try to arrange with Dr Prescott some’ scheme involving republication in each 
Bulletin of partsof the other Bulletin of interest to the group concerned, 


(iv) Supply of marine algae for research purposes. The Secretary reported that so far only 
two people had sent lists of material available to other workers, and appealed for more 
support for this scheme. 

‘(v) Summer Meeting, July 1952. The Chairman informed the meeting that, since the decision 
made at Bangor, to hold our next meeting at Plymouth during July, it had been learned that 
the Institute of Seaweed Research is Sponsoring an International Seaweed Symposium in 
Edinburgh from 14th ~- 17th July. 1I.S.R. had suggested that we might. consider holding our 
meeting in Edinburgh immediately before the Symposium, so that British phycologists might 
attend both meetings, During discussion of this matter Dr MW, Parke said that if we did

decide to meet at Edinburgh this year we would be welcome at Plymouth in 1953 instead. Mr F. T. 
Walker and Mr T.W. Summers outlined the proposed programme for the Symposium. It was finally 
decided that the group would accept the I.S.R. invitation to meet at Edinburgh immediately 
before the July Symposium; the meeting would be planned to occupy about 3 days. Further 
discussion resulted in the following decisions: - 


The meeting will take place from 10th - 13th July (incl. ); 


1% days will be devoted to demonstrations of recent techniques employed in 
algal researeh, with special emphasis on cytology, anatomy and cul ture 
methods; 

% day will be occupied with a general business meeting; 


one, or possibly two excursions to the nearby coast will be arranged 
during the remaining time; 

visitors to the I.S.R. Symposium will be invited to attend the above 
meetings also. 


It was agreed that the Secretary should make the necessary arrangements for this meeting, in 
collaboration with the organizing committee of the I.S.R. Symposium. A preliminary notice of 
the meeting would be sent as soon as possible to all members of the group. 


(vi) Formation of a British Phycological Society. The Secretary suggested that, since an 
ever-increasing number of people were becoming interested in the activities of this 
group, it would be reasonable to consider establishing a formal Society soon, with 
defined aims, constitution and a fixed annual membership fee. Such a Society would 
ensure full recognition and approval of our activities by the institutions to which we 
belong and at which we hope to hold future meetings. It was decided that probably little 
further could be done before the July meeting, but that meantime Mr F.T. Walker and the 
Secretary make inquiries about the procedure involved in establishing a Society. 


(vii) Finances. The Treasurer (Dr M.T, Martin) reported that our assets of £4 (largely 
contributed by those attending the Bangor meeting) were now virtually exhausted. It was 
decided that a request for small donations, to cover the cost of organizing future 
meetings, should be sent out to all members of the group on the circular announcing the 
July meeting. 


In conclusion, the Chairman thanked the two guest-speakers and the various other people who 
had helped to make the meeting a success. We were especially indebted to Miss L.N.' Newton who 
made most of the local arrangements; and to the Department of Botany in general, and Mr A.W 
Exell in particular, for their interest in our activities and their warm hospitality. 


During the evening 27 of those present dined together at the “Crown Hotel’, Brewer Street,

V. STANDARD ALGAL RECORD CARDS.

For ease of comparison a standard record card (6 ins. x 4 ins.) should 
be used and the following items included: -

3. Whether material has been kept and if so, where. 
4. Locality. 


5. Nature of habitat, e.g. rocky shore, rock pools, boulders, sand, mud-covered rocks, etc. 

6. Level on shore, Approximate in most cases where no definite measurements have been made — 
e.g. LWOST (Low water ordinary Spring tides), LWONT, MT (Mid-tide), HWONT, HWOST, 

7 Frequency, e.g. VR (very rare), R(rare), O (Occasional), Fr. (Frequent), A (Abundant). 

8. Reproduction, e.g. male, female, tetrasporic, vegetative, etc. 

9. Additional notes, 

10. Name of collector.

VII. A NOTE ON THE INSTITUTE OF SEAWEED RESEARCH.» 


There was a revival of interest in seaweed during the War, because alginic acid, extracted 
from brown seaweeds, was capable of being used as a substitute for jute in the production of 
.camouflage materials. Towards the end of 1944 consideration was given to diverting research’ on 
seaweed to peacetime applications; a body composed of governmental departments and private 
organizations formed the Scottish Seaweed Research Association. A primary object of the 
Institute is to provide a part-time crofting industry in the Scottish Highlands and Islands and 
for this purpose information was required on the quantities of seaweed around the Scottish 
coast, its chemical composition, and preliminary data relative to the harvesting and drying of 
sublittoral weed. 

A survey of the littoral Fucaceae showed that the highest density occurred in the Outer 
Hebrides where 70% of the littoral weed of Scotland is located. The dominant species is 
Ascophyllum nodosum. 

The sublittoral zone of Scotland covers 700,000 acres from 0 — 10 fathoms. Preliminary 
surveys have included stereoscopic aerial photography; detailed surveys have been carried out 
based on quadrat sampling. Data to date indicate that seaweed cover and rate of tidal flow 
are related to the weight of seaweed per unit area, Laminaria cloustonii and L. saccharina 
are the dominant species. 

Chemical investigations have included the variation of constituents of the weeds with the 
season of the year, the depth of growth, age of the plant and composition of the sea water, 
There is a wide seasonal variation in the chemical composition of the different species of 
brown algae. 

Alginic acid, mannitol, laminarin and fucoidin are the chief organic constituents of the 
Laminarias. The foremost is a glucose polymer, occurring only in the frond and chiefly during 
the period of slow growth in the autumn when nutrients are absent from the sea, There exists 
an ‘insoluble’ and a ‘soluble’ form of laminarin. 


Integrated into the programme of the Atomic Energy Research Establishment, work is in 
progress at the Institute on the uptake of radio- active isotopes by marine algae. Using 
caesium 134, the rate of uptake is slow but leads to an appreciable concentration which is 
difficult to disturb except by killing the plant, when the caesium is rapidly lost. Radio- 
autographs of living Rhodymenia palmata show a fairly uniform distribution of radio-activity. 
The rate of uptake is foundto vary with changes in light intensity. 


The engineering problems are concerned with various methods for the harvesting of the 
sublittoral seaweed and the study of the problems involved in drying it.
